Mr. Menzies made his first trip into 
the Peace River in 1922 and he was 
struck with the development on all 
sides which had taken place since 
that time. “I saw Grande Prairie 
during the bad and the good times. 
There is every evidence today that the 
town is permanently established as a 
centre. From a banking standpoint, 
I know of no section of the West that 
gives more promise than does this 
north country.” 

“What is your opinion of the Im- 
perial Conference?” the reporter 
asked.

steer, Two of the party tried to head 
bruin off, but he beat them to shore 
and disappeared,

Sheriff D, L, McPhee arrived home

Seen by The Tribune man, Sheriff 
McPhee said that he spent three days 
at the Capital City and the balance 
of the time was spent with his daugh- 
ter, Mrs, E. T, Hacking, at Sylvan 
Lake, 

In answer to a question as to how 
the Peace River crops compare with 
the crops outside, Sheriff McPhee re- 
plied that, taken as a whole, the crops 
here compare very favorably with any 
he saw on the outside. Cutting, he 
observed, was general on the outside, 
with nearly all wheat cut, 

“I had a most delightful trip,” was 
the way the Sheriff described his holi-

pointed out that Beaverlodge and dis- 
trict was practically the only place in 
the Peace River where the returned 
men were not organized, After stress- 
ing the importance of organizing, he 
then gave a brief review of the history 
of the organization, which was con- 
ceived by Earl Haig, whose name will 
take pre-eminence among the leaders 
in the Great War, 

Referring to the Imperial Confer- 
ence, Captain Hudson observed that it 
was the greatest Imperial Conference 
held outside the British Isles, “There 
never was a time when we can 80 
justly be proud of being one 
countries forming that great common- 
wealth of nations known as_ the 
British Empire as today,” the speaker 
remarked with emphasis, 


Captain Hudson then spoke of the 
splendid spirit of the troops in the 
Great War, If it were not for that 


spirit during the dark days of the war, 
the war would not have ended in the 


way it did, he added, 

He referred to the returned men in 
this depression as being the ballast 
which kept the ship of state at an 


even keel, 

Captain Hudson pointed with pride 
that Canada was the only country in 
the British Empire that had not cut 
pensions, He advised throwing the 
whole weight of the organization be- 
hind the returned men in securing 
justice, 

In concluding his address, Captain 
Hudson said that if the returned men 
would grasp the fundamentals of the 
great organization they would be bet- 
ter citizens of Beaverlodge and dis- 
trict and better citizens of the 
Dominion, 

Dr. A. L. McRae of Hythe was then 
called upon. He said that he was not 
a returned man and anything he had 
to say was from the outside. He 
stated that in his opinion, when a 
nation was at war, the whole re- 
sources should be conscripted. While 
men were fighting in the trenches at 
$1.10 a day, many business men at 
the same time were making millions, 
The speaker said that there was no 
justice in this, and he suggested that 
the returned men keep this in mind, 

At this juncture Comrade Stevens 
sang a couple of comic songs, which 
were followed by “Scotty” Lang in a 
couple of Scotch songs. Comrade 
Lockyer also sang a couple of songs, 
one being that old favorite, “Mother 
McCree.” 

Comrade Bond proposed the toagt to 
the press, which was responded to by 
J. B. Yule, editor of The Northern 
Tribune, 

The toast to the visitors was pro- 
posed by Comrade Ray Johnson of 
Beaverlodge. He said that he was 
glad to see so many present, many 
more than was expected, He ex- 
pressed the hope that when the re- 
turned men of Beaverlodge and dis- 
trict held the next smoker they would 
be better organized. 

This toast was responded to by Tom 
Roberts, president of the Hythe 
branch of the Legion, and J, B. Oliver, 
vice-president of the Grande Prairie 
branch, 

Comrade Roberts spoke of the good 
fellowship which such gatherings en- 
gendered and he hoped there would be 
more of them, Emphasizing the im- 
portance of organization, he observed, 
“Without organization we can do 
nothing.” 

J, B, Oliver, who brought greetings 
from the Grande _ Prairie branch, 
drew attention to the responsibilities 
resting upon the returned men, a re- 
sponsibility which should be taken 
seriously. He strongly advised the 
Beaverlodge comrades organizing and 
becoming a unit in the great Legion, 

The toast “To the Legion,” was pro- 
posed by Comrade Bert Warson in a 
neat little speech and responded to by 
Captain Hudson,

MACHINE 


The honor of being the first boat to 
pass through the New Welland Cana! 
recently went to the SS. Lemoyne, a 
Canadian boat and the world’s largest 
grain carrier. It takes three miles 
of railway cars to carry its cargo. 

It is a far cry from this ship, which 
is G33 feet long, to the days of the old 
small sailing ships. While the mam- 
moth ship marks the progress made in 
beat construction, it also means the 
cutting down of labor. A few large 
ships will do the work of what once 
Was done by dozens of smaller crafts, 
each carrying a full crew of men. In 
a word, these large ships are in the 
nature of labor-saving machinery. 


How to adjust this great machine 
age so that the slack of the unemploy- 
ment can be taken up is possibly the 
largest problem that has ever con- 
fronted the human race. Yet this 
question must be solved if society is to 
continue, 


It is impossible to carry on with 
part of the people working and being} 
taxed to feed those who are unfor-/ 
tunate enough to be out of work. 

This pauperizing system must be 
tackled sconer or later. Why not 
now? There is no such thing as blun- 
Gering through. A sane constructive 
policy must be found.

Something was said about dollar 
wheat. “I hope,” said one of the 
party, who had farmed in the western 
States before coming here, “that 
wheat will never again go to a dollar.” 
This was rather a peculiar statement 
to come from a farmer. 


“What I mean by that statement.” 
said the former American farmer, 
“is this: When wheat is a dollar a 
bushel or over, everyone starts grow- 
ing wheat. Land that is not par-; 
ticularly adapted to the purpose is 
turned over—and the result is that 
the market is glutted. With a very 
high price, even poor land can be 
made to pay. Now, if we have only 
a fair price, don’t you see that none 
but that part of the world adapted to 
wheat growing would be utilized and 
we would get down to a somewhat 
normal basis of production. The 
Canadian West is a wheat-growing 
country, and this includes the Peace 
River. We can compete with the 
world, so far as cost is concerned. All 
we need is a fair price and we can 
profitably carry on, while other parts 
of the world not fitted naturally to 
growing wheat will have to grow 
something else.”

We've Got To 

The only question now is what the 
international language shall be, and 
how shall we get it. 

Already, under the pressure of 
necessity, Esperanto, the international 
language has grown up. Its vocabu- 
larly, even in the commercial and 
maritime fields alone, is larger than 
many historic tongues. Music and 
mathematics have a common symbol- 
ism the world over. The names and 
formulas of the sciences are much the 
same in all languages. These are com- 
mon to the Esperanto language. 

Five hundred years ago Europe had 
an international language. Latin was 
spoken and read by the learned 
classes of all lands. Some professors 
now propose to revive Latin as the 
common language of commerce, diplo- 
macy and science. 

It seems more sensible to adopt 
some living language. If we would 
put it to a popular vote Chinese would 
win by a large plurality. But who can 
jearn the Chinese alphabet? It hasn't 
any. Shall the world be asked to ac- 
cept Russian with its unpronounce- 
able consonants, German with its un- 
speakable grammar, English with its 
logical spelling or French with its 
Mutual jealousy will

earth from agreeing to adopt any of) 


| the existing tongues as a medium of| 


international communication. 

Finally, there is the Espéranto lan- 
guage invented for the express pur- 
pose, so nicely and logically con- 
structed; no exceptions to the rules, 
no irregular verbs; pronounced as) 
spelled and spelled as promounced; it 
is extremely easy to learn, but not 
enough people are learning it. Es- 
peranto is the only auxiliary inter- 
national language that is definitely 
established and used for this purpose 
the world over.

Legends about the persistence of 
couch-grass root stocks are numerous, 
some of them slightly exaggerated. “I 
pulled up couch-grass roots with me 
own hands, and burned them,” de- 
clared an Irish Canadian, “an’ couch 
grass grew from the ashes.” Perhaps 
there had been roots in the soil be- 
neath the ashes. Modern experiment 
emphasizes that one of the best ways 
of combatting couch is to bring the 
roots to the surface in hot weather, 
riddle them free of dirt and leave them 
to dry out. During the months of 
May, June and July, three days of 
such exposure at Ottawa have been 
sufficient to prevent them from grow- 
ing after being again buried in soil. 
During August, 1931, owing to excep- 
tional drouth conditions they were 
killed by one day’s exposure to #un- 
light and air. Indoor exposure in 
shade was less drastic, permitting re- 
newal of growth after five days’ ex-| 


posure, while indoor exposure to direct, 
gunlight resulted in two days’ sur- 
vival.

Rosebuds have failed to open norm- 
ally and seem to have been attacked 
by an insect.-K, W., Dimedale, Alta. 
Ans.: The roses have been attacked 
by the Black-snouted rose beetle, The 
jong snout is used to pierce the rose- 
buds and eat the heart of the buds, 
preventing further growth, although 
the wound made by the insect is 
healed up often to make identification

Our Siberian perennial lavatera was 
obtained from Dr. N. EB, Hansen of 
Brookings, South Dakota, It is still 
comparatively rare, but has been fea- 
tured in Canada by W. J, Boughen, 
Valley River, Manitoba, We have 
found it a shy reproducer by seed, but

Failure of Peonies to Bloom 

During the summer teveral visitors 
have complained of a failure of their 
peonies to bloom, A common cause of 
this is too deep planting, but in some 
of the cases this mistake was not 
made. Insect injury was suspected, 
but Prof. BE. H, Strickland assured us 
he had never found an instance of 
that. He referred us to Dr, A. W. 
Henry, Plant Pathologist of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, who advises that 
one of several peony diseases may be 
responsible, and observes: 

“One of the most common maladies 
is the Peony Blight caused by Botry- 
tis paeoniae. In addition to the buds, 
other above-ground parts of the plant 
are commonly attacked in this disease, 
In fact it usually starts on the young

There seemed to be no let) 
up to the rain from then on, and we} 
were to learn later that this was the 
beginning of a rainy spell that would) 
last for an entire trip. 

Squipment was covered with tarps 
and meals were made and eaten as} 


, causing them to wilt and fall 
over. Later the spores are carried to 
the young buds of surviving shoots, 
causing them to turn brown to black 


and preventing further development. 
Careful sanitary measures’ should 
largely control this disease. These 


should consist in cutting off and burn- 
ing the diseased tops in the fall or, 
if any shoots do become infected the 
following spring, these should be 
promptly removed and destroyed. 

“If there is no evident blighting and 
rotting of the tops, some root injury 
may be responsible, The roots should 
be examined for swellings or other 
abnormalities. If small galls are found 
this may indicate the presence of 
nematodes and the disease may be 
root-knot. Infected roots are short, 
stubby and irregularly knotted, if 
plants are badly infected, it may be 
advisable to destroy them and start a 
fresh planting in another location, If 
the plants are saved, all galled roots 
should be removed before planting. 
The dormant roots may then be 
treated in hot water (120 degrees F.) 
for 30 minutes in order to destroy any 
remaining nematodes, 

“There is another malady, known as 
Lemoine’s disease, also characterized 
by short, stubby roots, failure to 
bloom, ete., the cause of which is not 
known, In this case it is advisable to 
destroy diseased plants entirely and 
make new plantings in fresh soil.”

Stack Silage 

I am trying to dairy on a timbered 
homestead. Have been feeding wild 
hay and oat hay, and as I have not 
enough land under the plow have been 
raising a late oat, I have never seen 
larger yields of hay or feed to the 
acre, but my attempt at curing them 
has been a failure, 

I have tried mowing with a mower 
and have tried the binder, and yet 
have failed to get them properly cured, 
This year I tried one stack, cut it 
when the straw turned yellow, tried 
to dry them and failed, Put them in 
the stack wet, and I am not sure but 
what I have had the most good from 
them of any I have tried so far, If 
you have a report of any test in stack- 
ing green oats or the trench silo 
method, I would be very glad if I could 
obtain them.-H. W. B,, Enilda, Alta, 

Ans.: Knowledge of the local situa- 
tion enables us to grasp farely well 
our correspondent’s difficulty in curing 
feed, -It would seem, however, that 
if the green feed were tied in rather 
small bundles and set up in long 
stooks standing north and south, #0 
that the sun could reach every sheaf, 
curing should be feasible, The writer 
has come to favor long shocks of oats 
and usually has them capped with a 
pair of sheaves lald heads together, 
split and spread, saddie-fashion, like 
a rooster's back, If necessary the caps 
may be removed during a wet period,
